-ma to have made a great commo- 
i among those miners down In 
South America, but that was only a 
boy of a nugget bv the side of many 
that have beeu taken out of the earth 
and rock in California. Daniel Hill, 
who died of delirium tremens ii 
jftil iu Los Angeles several years ago, 
was the luckiest man I ever knew or 
heard ol in getting Middeulv rich 
twice. He du« two chunks of solid 
gold out of the gravel as simply and 
*« easy ax a man rolls a sioue out of 
e hillside The fii«t nugget was 
"ootid in June, 1866. in (he Knby 
Belle claim, north of Plumas. It was 
an large as a man'* head and was 
combined with water-staiued quartz. 
'C. P. Huntiugion's brother in Sacra- 
monto bought it for $17,000 cash 
'down. In the fall ot 1871, Hill was 
placer mining ou his own accord in 
Dutch Flats, and, by huuker, be wash- 
ed out another nugget of gold and 
<]uar z about the size and shape ot a 
home's hoot. He quit work and went 
right down to 'Frisco, where ho xot 
414,200 for his lucky find. He bad 
spout the last dime of his little loriuue 
in six mouths, and weut back to hard 
work in the mountains agaiu. But 
that ended his streak of luck, and l<e 
never made over $10 in any one day 
after that ; more ofteu two or three 
dollars a day, aud sometimes not a 
dime." 

The Miners' Association of Cali- 
fornia has among its great mass ot 
literature connected with the gold in- 
dustry aud the de'eloumeut of mining 
operations in litis 8tale,niaiiy interest- 
ing facts concerning big nuggets ol 
gold. The largest nugget ever tound 
in this State was that known as the 
Oliver Martin Chunk. It weighed 
161 pounds and six ounces. The prec- 
ious ore was mixed with while quartz 
aud it was sold, alter haviug been 
•converted into bullion, for $36,270. 
Hundred? of pictures have beeu made 
Ot the golden mass, aud all the school- 
boys iu California are expected to 
kuow the weight, size and value of 
the famous nugget. There are bronze 
fib-si utiles of the chunk iu many min- 
eral collections iu museums in Europe 
and America. The nugget was found 
near Camp Corona, in Tuolumne 
county, iu Central California. The 
date of the tludiug was November 18, 
1854. Mat tiu. a poor miner, who had 
uot even the proverbial dollar to his 
uatue, aud a companion uamud John 
Flower, were tramping ou their w«j 
up country to new diggings. The) 
camped one night iu a mountain can- 
on, when a sudden and terrific rain- 
storm came up iu the darkness. The 
water in the canon stream suddenly 

I Aim*. The miners attempted to climb 
1L hill, but the flood overtook them,

One day 
three Frenchmen, two of whom wcie 
named Oliver Longchamp, and Fred 
Rorhon, drove into the old town 
bhasta in search of a spot to mine 
They happened to have some business 
with A. Coleman, a dealer in hard- 
ware aud notions.

over lo Spring creek." They took hi- 
advicc, located a claim on the creek 
some eight miles north of Redding, 
anl a few days later one of the 
ichmoo picked up a nugget of 
gold valued at $6,200. Ten years lat- 
er a miner named Dent Young found a 
$620 nugget on Flat creek, near where- 
the Frenchmen found their 
chunk. 

Plumas, though one of the richest 
mining counties in California, ha* 
yielded few valuable nuggets. The 
largest was tound by a Chinaman 
near the mouth of Nelaon creek, and 
was worth $8,800. A miner at Eliza- 
beth town named Archie LUlle discov- 
ered a $2,600 nngget, and Messrs. 
Hays aud Steadman tound one above 
Mohawk valley, near the county line, 
that weighed 420 ounces and r" 
worth $6,700. 
Sierra is justly famed for its valua- 
e masses of gold, found both pure 
and mixed with quartz. George H 
Norman and Frank Amen found near 

hsonville iu 1867 a uuggo', 
weighed over 100 ounces and was 
>rt n $1,700, In 1851 at French ra- 
vine a lump of gold and quartz togeth- 
was discovered from which $8,000 
gold was taken. In 1856 In the 
same ravine a still more valuable 
nugget of gold and quartz was found, 
and from it $10,000 was obtained. At 
Minnesota, in the same couuty, a nug- 
get that weighed 266 ounces was 
el.

The 
largest ever found in the world was 
discovered in Australia in 1852, and 
was known as the King of the Water 
Moon nugget.

*4,8'J3. Iu 1870 a splendid nugget ot 
gold was discovered in the Rainbow 
i at Allegheny, winch was imme- 
diately shipped to London, aud wa» 
there sold for $23,000. In I860 a 
hunk of gold that weighed ninety- 
Ive pounds and six ounces was dis- 
covered in the same couuty. 

In Placer county, in I8..H hMwsid 
Gilbert, in his drift mine, near Butch- 
itauch, twelve miles from Auberit, 
found a nugget of gold and quartz 
that weighed twenty pounds. Eighi 
pounds ot this he sold at $16 anounce, 
or $1,536, while the remaining twelve 
pounds were sold for $12 an ounce, or

Ira A. Willard found 
on the west branch of the Feather a 
nuggoithat weighed flftr-four pounds 
avoirdupoise and was worth $10,690. 
Ou finding this the miners quit Work 
for the day and celebrated the event 
by a grand jollification. 

In the last decade several nuggets 
have been found in the mining regions 
ililornia that have brought over 
$3,000 each. In October, 1889, two 
men who were tramping up the coast 
were put "ff a Southern Pacific 
freight train at the little station of 
C»liente, and started off to walk to 
Bakersfield. Two days later they 
came back to Caliente with a lamp of 
gol I and crystalized quartz. They 
were suppected of having robbed a 
mining camp, or even haviug murder- 
ed * miner loget their gold. They, 
however, proved that while going 
about in the dry bed ot an ancient 
stream of water, two miles from the 
Bealeville piacer mining camp, for 
fagots for a tire, they stumbled upon 
their lucky find. They had oft red 
the gold for sale to a railroad man at 
Caliente for $10, nut tie Biispecting 
fraud, would not bargain with the 
strangers. Subsequently the nugget 
was -old in Los Angeles for $2,700. 
It weighed 216 ounces. In less than a 
week after the find there were over a 
hundred men from all pu ts of South- 
ern California hunting up and down 
that old river bed for gold nuggets, 
but beyond a few $3 or $4 finds there 
was nothing worthy of search.
